Biaph anil- telephone linos, and ojmn 
postal savinss banks for the benefit of 
the masses, while he still holds to the 
Chicago platform and the n<r.oraity of 
bimetalism as the only mtans of re- 
storing prosperity tbrougout the coun- 
try.
